KING TUT WHEAT 

Inquiries have been made at the 
University regarding King Tut wheat, 
which is suppose to have come from 
the tomb of Tutankhamen at Luxor, 
Egypt. It might be frankly stated 
that this is pure ‘‘bunk’’. There is 
not the slightest possibility of such 
ancient wheat germinating today. 
This King Tut wheat is nothing more 
than a revival of the old swindle 
game of selling undesirable wheat, 
together with much misinformation, 
to unsuspecting farmers. The wheat 
is usuatly known as Dgyptian, and 
belongs to the class Triticum turgi- 
dum. Im the seed trade it is some 
times sold as Alaska, Miracle, Seven- 
headed, Egyptian Wonder, and now 
as King Tut. Every few years 
some unscrupulous ‘individuals seem 
to revive the old variety under a 
new name, and sell it at exhorbitant 
prices. 

Egyptian wheat is easily disting- 
uished bp its branched head. This 
characteristic gives it the appearance 
of being very productive, but as a 
matter of fact it does not yield as 
well as the commonly grown varie- 
ties of good bread wheats. It is of 
very poor milling and baking quality; 
for bread-making it is very undesir- 
able. } ; t 

If Egyptian wheat or any other 
wheats of the same type were grown 
in Alberta, it would have a most de- 
pressing effect on both the local and 
foreign markets. Our export grain 
containing mixtures of such varieties 
would have lower milling and baking 
qualities, as well as commercial grade 
High and uniform quality in Canad- 
ian export grain is now more neces- 
sary than ever, since the struggle in 
the world grain markets-grows more 
severe every year.

Dangerous 
Legislation 


Among the lately-introduced bills 
presented to the Legislature is an 
act to amend and consolidate the 


Debt Adjustment Act. Its main pur- 
port is to extend to the entire prov- 
ince protective agrarian legislation 
which formerly was restricted to de- 
finite drought areas, amd in essence 
it proclaims a modified moratorium 
for men actually engaged in farming 
operations. 

Recent investigation by the cagri- 
culture committee of the Legiskature 
revealed a general and laudable dié- 
position en the part of creditors to 
give farmers all the latitude possible 
in meeting their obligations. When 
they are unable to pay, owing to pre- 
vailing quotations for grain, there 
has been no tendency to exercise un- 
due and unfair pressure. But the 
present act is designed to make the 
debtor farmer unassailable. 

The most serious aspect of the 
new legishation is that the govern- 
ment intends to appoint a board of 
review which can prevent foreclos- 
uses. The board will have the pow- 
ers of a judge. It is a serious mat- 
ter to appoint a lay board and give 
it the power of a court of law. It is 
even more serious when the board is 
under the control of a clases govern- 
ment, determined at all costs to pro- 
tect one element of the population 
against all others. 

Take the case of retailers in small 
urban communities, for example. 
They will be hit hard. They will be 
unable to take court action against 
farmer debtors if the government 
board intervenes. All a delinquent 
has to do is to apply to the govern- 
ment board for a certificate of ex- 
emption and the retailer is power- 
less.

by business houses in practical form 
without compulsion, but when a pro- 
vincia) government intervenes to 
wipe out the rights of creditors, 
there will be a nemesis. If general 
business cannot be assured of agrar- 
ian obligations being met without 
government interference, it will 
soon cease doing business with farm- 
ers. And the effect on outside capi- 
tal will be even more devastating to 
Alberta.

its wake. Without the railway, the 
bus companies would not be able to 
operate. The roads aleng which 
their busses travel, and for the up- 
keep of which they pay no more than 
any other concern, were made pos- 
sible by the railway for which main- 
tenance of its own tracks has _re- 
mained a major expenditure. 

The situation is a difficult one. No- 
body can deny the bus companies the 
right to utilize facilities that are at 
hand, nobody can dispute that, by 
utilizing them, they are taking an 
unfortunate advantage of railway 
companies. 

Cancellation of the Crow’s Nest 
train is one instance of the difficult 
competition the  trans-continental 
raihway of today has to face. The 
railway remains the only certain and 
reasonable form of transportation 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
There is no significant competition 
in connection with long hauls of ei- 
ther passengers or of freight. Yet 
a great deal of the railway’s reven- 
ue is derived from passengers who 
travel short distances--from one 
Ontario town to another, from one 
Saskatchewan town to another, and 
so on. It is here that the competit- 
ors of the railway are making sig- 
nificant inroads into its profits. All 
the way along the tracks, sma!l 
transportation concerns are attempt- 
ing to cut down the railway’s short 
distarce business. 

In cases where these concerns are 
operated upon a reliable basis, they 


are taking legitimate advantage of | 
circumstances, and—apart from the | 


disparity in maintenance costs— in 
many cases is holding its own. There 
are, however, other ventures, which 
are started by those who do not 
know the transportation business. 
These set out to under-cut railway 
prices. They succeed—for a time. 
Then inevitably, they find they can- 
not meet expenses. They go out of 
business, yet, in the meantime, a 
certain amount of business has been 
taken from the railway. There is, 
moreover no definite end to the num- 
ber of persons who will start out in- 
adequately supplied with facts and
